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PLO urges rioters. | Rabin:

The PLO-backed United Nation- 
al Leadership of the Uprising yester- 
day issued its ninth communique, 
calling on Palestinians serving in the 
Civil Administration and police to 
resign, and urging the overthrow of 
Israeli-appointed municipal 
councils, 


It praised the lynching in Kaba- 
tiya last week of a man suspected of 
cooperating with Israeli anthorities, 
and set out a schedule of protests for 
the coming week. 

In West Bank incidents yester- 
day, at least two Palestinians were 
reported wounded when troops 
Opened fire on rioters in Sebastia, 
northwest of Nablus. Military 
sources said the soldiers had opened 
fire after tear-gas and rubber bullets 
proved ineffective. ‘ 

Leaflet No. 9 said the shuttle mis- 
sion by U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz had been a “total 
failure,” because it had ignored the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinians. 

‘The communique called on Pales- 
tinjans to thwart the “American im- 
perialist scheme.” It also urged Syr- 
fa to mend its relations with the 
PLO. 

The leaflet condemned the. Civil 
Administration decision to close all 
schools in the West Bank indefinite- 


ly, charging that the policy was de- 
signed to keep the Palestinian popu- 
lation ignorant. It called on pupils 
and teachers to return to school in 
defiance of the closure orders.

Nearly three months of rioting in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip suc- 
ceeded yesterday in forging an un- 
precedented coalition of Israel's ma-

Some 50 of Israel’s most popular 
musicians cuptivated an estimated 
crowd of 10,000 last night in Kikar 
Malchei Yisrael in Tel Aviv. 


The event climaxed one leg of a 
tnarch organized by a newly-formed 
Protest group called “Red Line.” 
The march began on Sunday in 
Rosh Hanikra and is to conclude 
today with a demonstration in front 
of the Prime Minister's Office in 
Jerusalem. 

The evening began with a series of 
speeches by Jews and Arabs who 
had participated in the march. The 
speakers decried government poli- 
ces in the territories and called for 
negotiations with the Palestinians 
and a withdrawal from the territo- 
ries, 

The speeches warmed the crowd 
up for the main attraction, the art- 
ists’ performances. After solos by 
Asta Shamir and Si Heiman, 
Shlomo Artzi took the podium and

Shultz left Londoa last night for Brassels, 
where he will brief President Reagan on the 
results of his five-day Middle East shuttle and 
yesterday’s talks here, and weigh the possibility 
of a return to the region later this week. 

Sources with the Shultz entourage told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that it was “‘very like- 
ly” that the secretary would make a further tour 
of Middle East capitals on Thursday and Friday. 
And the Middle East News Agency last night 
stated that Shultz would proceed directly to 
Cairo from Brussels after the Nato summit. 


Jordanian Embassy here last night, Hussein and 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifai first listened to a 
detailed presentation by Shultz of his peace 
proposals -- which provide for a brief interna- 
tional “event” to arrange limited autonomy for 
Palestinians in the tezyitories; followed by nego- 
tiations in December on the final status of the 
territories. 

The king then reiterated Jordan’s commit- 
ment to an international copference “with the 
Soviet Union and all other ies to the con-

“The main hurdle, of course, derives from 
the shared apprehension of King Hussein and 
Premier Shamir about entering peace talks. But 
Shultz does believe that he is making headway, 
even if it is so slight that only he can discern it.” 

American officials also asserted that the Jead- 
ers whom Shultz has been sounding out in the 
past week are privately far more optimistic than 
their public statements would suggest. 

British analysts, however, were worse pessi- 
mistic, They took the Jordanian statement to be 
a flat rejection of almost everything contained 
in the Shultz initiative, and noted that such a 
firm, on-the-record statement, issued so soon 
after a high-level meeting, should not be dis- 
missed lightly. 

“With this statement, Jordan seems to me to 
be rejecting virtually everything the Shultz pro- 
posals stand for,” said one analyst. “And in 
expressing a desire that Shultz coordinate with 
the Soviet Union, the king knows full well that 
he i fing something completely unac-

Bacteria for breakfast 


|at some posh hotels

' Some of the breakfast salads that grace the buffets of Israel’s fanciest 
hotels are not fit for human consumption, Israel Television's consumer 
programme Kolbotek revealed last night. The worst offenders are egg salad 
and tuna salad. 

Kolbotek thus may have dropped an even bigger bombshell than it did two 
months ago, when it exposed the abnormally high bacteria leveis in the 
bumous served in some of the country’s most popular eateries. 

Laboratory tests in some cases revealed that the salads not only contained 
too high a level of bacteria and yeast, but were serious health hazards 
because they contained a type of bacteria inducing fever and diarrhea. 

Altogether, samples from 14 hotels in Jerusalem, Te) Aviv, Herzliya 
and Haifa were at the Food Microbiology Institute. Four salads were 
taken from each hotel. ᾿

To 
the untrained eye, it often seems 
that it is his team-mates who look 
bad. simply because, they are trying 
to cover his mistakes. Therefore, to 
keep Jamchee on the court for so 
Jong is an error, no matter how 
many points he scores.

To play a 
zone against a team that has only 
outside shooting also defies logic. 

Another problem that has be- 
come obvious is that the players still 
have not got clear definitions from 
their coach of their roles in the 
team. They are not machines, they 
are human beings, and there is a 
need for psychology so that each 
feels secure about what his job in 
the team is.

of recession 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The gov- 
ernment's chief economic forecast- 
ing gauge dropped a sharp 0.6 per 
cent in January, but an upward revi- 
sion for December eased fears of an, 
imminent recession. 

The Commerce Department re- 
ported a month ago that the index 
had declined 0.2 per cent in Decem- 


ber after falling in October and 
November. 


‘Three consecutive monthly de- 
clines in the index is the traditional, 
but not infallible, signal of ant im- 
pending recession. 

But in ἃ report issued yesterday, 
however, the December calculation 
was revised to show an increase of 
0.3 percent. 

Since it was created in 1948, the 
index has correctly forecast every 
recession the country has had with 
declines for at least ‘three consecu- 
tive months. Thus, the revision to 
December was taken by economists 
as a heartening sign that the country 
is plese to suffer 2 downturn this 


The index has taken on added 
significance since October 19, when 
stock prices plunged a record 508 
points, eclipsmg the 1929 market 
crash. which preceded the Great 
Depression. 

But since October's steep decline, 
a number of business barometers 
have shown strength, including con- 
tinved declines in the unemploy- 
ment rate. Even the stock market 
has rallied in recent weeks, climbing 
more than 48 points on Monday to 
close at its highest level since the 


collapse. 

Economists are looking for the 
economy to slow in the first half of 
1988. but they now believe that the 
sluggish growth will not worsen into 
a recession.

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Knife in the back 


IT IS NOT very nice for a party leader, regardless of party or 
tank, to pull the rug from under the feet of the party's leader of 


leaders, to expose him to ridicule and, in effect, to knife him in '. 


the back. But that is precisely what Herut’s Dov Shilansky has 
just done to Herut's chairman, Premier Yitzhak Shamir. 

A founding member of his party, Mr. Shilansky has won 
most of his recent fame, such as it is, as a highly combative 
chairman of the Knesset Interior Committee, with a special 
interest in securing the right of Jews to pray on the Temple. 
Mount. Some time ago he was also appointed chairman οὗ ἃ 
Herut committee charged with drafting the party's platform in 
the coming general election. The platform, largely Mr. Shi- 
Jansky’s own handiwork, has now been unveiled, and it is a 
barely disguised attack from the extreme right on Mr. Shamir’s 
foreign policy. 

It is indeed the sort of platform that might have capped a 
successful effort to reconcile and reunite Herut and Tehiya, 
Herut’s rebellious offspring, without giving too much offence 
to either party. Its relation to the last Herut/Likud platform is 
nothing if not tenuous. 

τ Thus, whereas Mr. Shamir is taking great pains to uphold 
what he claims is the pristine meaning of the Camp David 
agreements, emphasizing the centrality of the idea of autono- 
my for the Palestinians, Mr. Shilansky has no use whatever for 
the autonomy except as a temporary bar to the establishment 
of a Palestinian state. And while Mr. Shamir is anxious to blur 
the ultimate vision of formal annexation leading to a Greater 
Israel, Mr. Shilansky boldly proposes that a Likud goverp- 
ment, if voted into power, should immediately apply Israel law 
in Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 

’ The committee chairman is yet to be heard from. But it 
should not be surprising if he were to explain that the new 
platform, apart from being true to Herut’s first principles, is 
meant to strengthen Mr. Shamir's hand in his dealings with the 
meddlesome Americans. For it puts George Shultz on notice 
that what the secretary of state apparently views as unreason- 
able obduracy on Mr. Shamir’s part, is in the eyes of the 
premier’s own party close to dangerous heresy, and admits of 
no further softening whatever. . 

It is safe to assume that Mr. Shamir is not amused by this 
show of “cooperation” from Mr. Shilansky. The premier’s’ 
entourage is already passing the word around that the new 
platform is a mere recommendation, and stands little chance of 
being endorsed by the party's authentic leadership. Volubly 
supported by Herut’s Young Guard, Mr. Shilansky is taking a 


rather different view of the matter. He believes the platform - 


committee’s text is final, and requires no endorsement from 


anyone. 

That, of course, is an internal issue for Herut itself to sort 
out. But Mr. Shamir does have a problem.

The fable! book of Esther 
gloats; the Talmudic Sages who de- 
termined the place of the book in 
our lives gioated and instructed Jew- 
ish posterity to gloat: and the gener- 
ations that gave the Purim obser- 
vance its living shape have gloated 
over the downfall of this man and 
-his cohorts just as they were about 
to exterminate the Jews of the Per- 
sian Empire, “young and old, chil- 
dren and women.” 


1 SUPPOSE THE gloating stems 
from the fact that the Jews who have 
passed on Judaicity down the gener- 
ations have lived by what the British 
statesman, socialist ideologue and 
ardent supporter of Zionism, Rich- 
ard Crossman, characterized as 
“Old Testament ethics,” Comment- 
ing in The New Statesman in April 
1961 on Prime Minister Ben-Gur- 
ion’s preparations for the trial of 
Adolf Eichmann, he wrote: 

“The political framework within 
which Mr. Ben-Gurion has decided

“When one's family is in immedh- 
ate danger, one may wish to instil in 
one’s family a feeling of generosity 
and fairness...But one still feels a 
natural solidarity with the family in 
such mortal danger and hopes that it 
will survive at least, and by surviv- 
ing, have a chance to show its fair- 

To survive and be fair, to live and

- gian Reinhold Niebuhr said: “In the 


real world, it is not possible to be 
both pure and reasonable, There are 
no absolute moral solutions for ulti- 
mate moral questions.” 


HOW LITTLE there is in common 
these days between the Jews of Isra- 
el and those of the United States. 
Never was the slogan “One People” 
so remote from reality.
